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SEARCH WARRANT LEADS TO
NEARLY HALF A MILLION DOLLARS
IN NARCOTICS

On July 5, 2012, investigators with the Burbank Police Department’s
Narcotics Unit and Gang Enforcement Team served a search warrant
in the 8500 block of Glenoaks Blvd., in the city of Sun Valley.

The investigation led to the recovery of approximately ten pounds of
methamphetamine. This amount of methamphetamine has an
approximate street value of nearly half a million dollars. The narcotics
and a shotgun were found hidden in a baby crib inside the residence.
Investigators believe the suspect in the case is involved with the
distribution of narcotics to other drug dealers in the city of Burbank.

During the service of the search warrant, the suspect was not home.
Burbank Police investigators are continuing to look into this case.
